4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  increase  in  salary  as 
provided  for  under  RSA  41:33  for  the  Tax  Collector  of  $1,000  per  year 
retroactive  to  1994  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  (Two 
thousand  dollars)  to  cover  the  increase  for  1994  and  1995.   The  Tax 
Collector's  salary  is  currently  $7,000  per  year.   The  selectmen  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  increase  in  salary  as 
provided  for  under  RSA  41:25  for  the  Town  Clerk  of  $1,000  per  year 
retroactive  to  1994  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  (Two 
thousand  dollars)  to  cover  the  increase  for  1994  and  1995.   The  Town 
Clerk's  salary  is  currently  $500.00  per  year).   The  selectmen  recommend 
this  appropriation. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  increase  in  salary  for  the 
Moderator  to  $75.00  per  meeting  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $90 
(Ninety  dollars)  to  cover  the  increase  for  1995.   The  current  Moderator 
salary  is  $60  per  election  with  this  amount  split  between  the  acting 
moderator  on  election  day  and  the  moderator  of  the  adjourned  town  meeting

/.AiSHr evaluation.   If  the  total  amount  is  not  spent  in  1995  it  will  lapse  on 

12/31/96.   The  revaluation  will  be  done  over  the  period  of  two  years  and 
ilpQ/will  include  a  parcel  by  parcel  review  of  all  properties,  sales  analysis, 
notice  of  new  values  and  informal  property  owner  hearings.   The  selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation.

16.  By  petition  of  Margaret  Ruggeri  and  others:   To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  (Five  hundred  dollars)  for 
the  support  of  the  Seacoast  Mental  Health  Center,  Inc.   The  selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

17.  By  petition  of  Barbara  Greenwood  and  others:   To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  (Two  hundred  fifty 
dollars)  for  the  support  of  The  Richie  McFarland  Children's  Center.   The 
selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation.

Improvement  Committee  Project  Plan.   Additional  funding  of  $14,400 
will  be  taken  from  the  current  year  highway  department  funds  to 
provide  a  total  of  $49,400  to  stabilize  town  roads. 

Motion  was  made  by  Doug  Mitchell  to  adopt  the  article,  seconded  by 
Oliver  White. 

Doug  Mitchell  spoke  to  the  article.   A  diverse  committee  was  chosen. 
Members  consist  of:   Barry  Brewster,  Frank  Buchanan,  Doug  Mitchell, 
James  Rosencrantz,  John  Sargent,  Sr.,  Robert  Sargent,  Gregg  Sinclair 
and  Oliver  White.   They  met  10  times  and  drew  up  the  Committee  Project 
Plan.   (See  attached) 

Selectman,  Robert  Noll,  introduced  the  new  road  agent,  Robert  Sargent. 
Sargent  explained  we  have  to  hold  the  roads  together,  prepare  for 
reconstruction  and  start  a  regular  maintenance  plan.   A  10-12  ton 
roller  would  be  used  to  shim  the  roads  to  eliminate  the  washboard 
effect. 

Barry  Brewster,  committee  member,  stated  that  this  is  not  a  total  rehab 
of  the  roads,  it  is  to  stabilize  the  roads  to  get  into  a  regular 
maintenance  plan. 

Committee  member,  James  Rosencrantz,  Sr.,  stated  the  roads  have  lacked 
TLC  for  years.   A  maintenance  plan  should  be  started  to  stabilize  the 
roads  and  proper  drainage  is  needed  to  preserve  and  protect  the  roads. 

After  further  discussion,  John  Sargent,  Jr.  made  a  motion  to  amend  the 
amendment  to  add:   "such  funds  be  appropriated  from  existing  surplus 
funds,"  seconded  by  James  Thompson.

Barry  Brewster  stated  that  he  made  his  calculations  from  figures  given 
by  Midway  Excavating  and  Bell  &  Flynn.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


In  1994  the  tax  r^te  was  reduced  by  twenty  cents  to 
$18.30.   This  occurred  because  of  a  decrease  in 
appropriations,  an  increase  in  town  revenues  and  an  excellent 
job  by  Department  Heads  managing  their  budgets. 

The  Highway  Committee,  appointed  at  Town  Meeting,  did  an 
excellent  job  working  with  the  Road  Agent  and  Selectmen. 
With  their  planning  and  recommendations,  the  Road  Agent  was 
able  to  make  considerable  progress  in  improving  the  town 
roads.   With  limited  funding,  many  roads  were  stabilized  and 
major  repairs  were  completed  on  Stumpfield,  Trundle  Bed  and 
Highland  Roads.   We  recommend  the  Highway  Committee  continue 
the  planning  process  and  make  long  term  recommendations  for 
maintaining  our  roads. 

Because  of  cooperation  between  the  Selectmen  and  School 
Board,  it  was  not  necessary  for  the  town  to  borrow  money 
during  1994.   During  the  year,  funds  not  needed  for  monthly 
expenses,  were  invested  in  the  Public  Deposit  Investment 
Pool.   This  is  a  liquid,  insured  fund,  investing  primarily  in 
treasuries  and  overseen  by  the  State.   The  rate  of  return 
exceeds  that  of  money  market  accounts . 

During  1994,  unprecedented  growth  occurred  in  town. 
More  now  than  ever,  we  need  dedicated  people  to  volunteer  for 
town  boards  and  pursue  elected  offices.   With  growth  comes 
financial  stress  on  town  government  that  must  be  dealt  with 
professionally  and  economically  to  the  benefit  of  the 
taxpayer . 

Many  thanks  to  the  volunteers  and  organizations  that 
contribute  so  much  to  our  community.   We  also  want  to  express 
our  appreciation  for  the  great  work  of  our  dedicated  town 
empl oyees .

CEMETERY  REPORT  FOR  1994 


No  major  projects  were  on  the  agenda  for  the  Cemetery  during  1994. 
Repairs  were  made  to  the  storage  shed  and  trash  container,  and  both 
were  given  a  much  needed  coat  of  stain. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  Jackie  and  Buddy  Dunn  care  for  the 
Cemetery  grounds.   We  are  grateful  to  them  for  a  job  very  well  done. 

The  riding  mower  was  in  need  of  major  repairs  and  the  cost  of  a 
new  mower  was  investigated.   After  receiving  cost  figures,  it  was 
decided  to  repair  the  old  mower.   Hopefully  we  will  get  a  few  more 
years  of  use  from  it.   This  mower  is  used  also  at  the  Town  Park  and  the 
Library . 

We  regret  that  Betty  Willoughby  is  no  longer  a  Trustee,  but  are 
most  appreciative  of  her  care,  concern,  and  knowledge  over  the  past 
eight  years. 

In  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  burial  of 
ashes  at  the  cemetery.   there  are  a  few  procedures  that  must  be 
f ol 1  owed : 

A  trustee  must  be  notified  before  burial  of  ashes. 

The  ashes  must  be  placed  in  a  permanent  container  (concrete, 
bronze,  synthetic  material). 

A  burial  permit  must  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  cemetery  is  closed  during  the  winter  months  to  traffic  and 
burials  but  will  be  open  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  road  and  frost 
conditions  permit.   The  metal  gates  are  closed  except  for  Memorial  Day 
week. 

Once  again  we  strongly  urge  anyone  who  has  a  plot  in  the  Cemetery 
to  establish  perpetual  care.   At  present  the  Town  pays  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  grounds.   If  at  anytime  damage  occurs  to  stones  or 
markers  there  are  no  funds  to  repair  the  damage  unless  there  is 
perpetual  care  on  the  plot.   The  interest  from  these  funds  also  help  to 
pay  a  portion  of  the  ground  maintenance. 

BURIAL  PROCEDURES:   In  the  event  of  a  death,  the  family  should  contact 

the  Town  Office  or  one  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees. 

LOT  SELECTION:   In  the  event  that  the  family  does  not  already  have  a 

plot,  the  Cemetery  Trustees  will  assist  the  deceased's  family  in 

selecting  one.   There  are  two  graves  to  a  plot. 

WINTER  BURIALS:   Due  to  weather,  road  conditions  and  frozen  or  muddy 

ground,  the  Village  Cemetery  will  no  longer  be  open  for  winter  burials. 

In  the  event  of  a  death  the  vault  at  the  Town  Hall  is  available  for 

storage  until  spring  burial.

The  Kensington  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad  has  had  a  very 
productive  and  busy  year  in  1994.   I  would  like  to  thank  all  the 
members  for  their  many  hours  of  commitment  to  the  department  this  year. 

I  would  like  to  list  a  few  accomplishments  of  the  Fire  Dept.  and 
Rescue  personnel  for  1994: 

1.  The  association  purchased  and  installed  an  EMERGENCY  PHONE  ON 
THE  RIGHT  FRONT  CORNER  OF  THE  FIRE  STATION.   This  phone  can  be  used  at 
anytime  and  by  anyone  needing  to  report  an  emergency.   This  phone  has  a 
red  button,  which  after  it  is  pushed,  automatically  dials  Rockingham 
Dispatch.   A  dispatcher  will  answer  and  ask  the  nature  of  your 
emergency,  your  name,  and  address  of  the  emergency. 

2.  The  open  house  held  May  30,  was  a  very  big  success,  thanks  to 
everyone  attending.   There  were  many  interesting  questions  asked  by  all 
and  the  children  had  a  great  time  on  the  obstacle  course. 

3.  Fire  Prevention  Week  went  very  well  once  again  at  the 
Elementary  School  and  the  Kathryn  Cook  Day  Care. 

4.  The  Ambulance  replacement  fund  now  has  over  $25,000  in  it. 

5.  The  older  apparatus  has  been  brought  up  to  N.F.P.A.  standards 
in  regards  to  visibility  enroute  to  an  emergency  and  while  at  an

REPORT  OF  THE  KENSINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


As  your  Chief  of  Police,  I  am  pleased  to  report  to  you  the 
activities  of  the  Kensington  Police  Department  for  the  calendar  year 
1994. 

This  past  year  has  proven  to  be  a  very  productive  period  for  your 
police  department.   Despite  the  increase  in  overall  police  activity,  we 
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did  experience  a  minor  turnover  in  police  personnel. 

Officers  Rodriguez  and  Cook  left  our  employ  to  join  other  area 
departments.   Officer  Beck,  a  town  resident,  also  left  our  employ  for 
personal  reasons  after  several  years  of  dedicated  service.   These 
officers  received  their  academy  and  field  training  with  our  department, 
and  we  wish  them   all  the  best  in  their  new  endeavors. 

Due  to  the  above  loss  in  personnel,  it  became  essential  to  hire 
additional  part-time  officers.   After  completing  an  extensive  hiring 
process  involving  background  investigations  and  oral  board  evaluations, 
four  candidates  were  found  to  possess  the  qualities  necessary  to  be  a 
Kensington  Police  Officer.   These  four  candidates  included  Aaron 
Wojtkowski,  Marshall  Bennett,  Barry  Newcomb  and  town  resident  Eric 
Young.   Upon  their  employ  with  our  department,  they  all  received  their 
field  training  with  our  Police  Lieutenant  John  Magyar.   Officer 
Wojtkowski  was  already  certified  as  a  police  officer  being  a  graduate 
from  the  Ohio  State  Police  Academy.   The  remaining  candidates  went  on 
to  attend  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  &  Training  Academy  and 
graduated  at  the  top  of  their  class  amongst  other  officers  throughout 
the  State.   I  am  very  proud  to  report  that  Officer  Newcomb  received  the 
academic  achievement  award  for  maintaining  the  highest  grade  point 
average  in  his  class.   Congratulations  Officer  Newcomb! 

Another  point  of  interest  was  this  past  July  when  we  began 
scheduling  weekly,  periodic  "midnight"  shifts  on  a  trial  basis. 
Although  no  more  than  two  of  these  shifts  were  scheduled  per  week,   the 
result  of  having  an  officer  on  patrol  during  the  earlier  morning  hours 
has  proven  to  be  quite  convincing.   In  addition  to  locating  open  doors 
and  responding  to  calls  for  assistance,  third  shift  (midnight)  officers 
encountered  over  90  motor  vehicle  violations,  two  arrests  for  domestic 
violence,  two  protective  custody  arrests,  and  numerous  drug  arrests 
including  DWI's. 

Statistically  speaking   despite  an  upward  trend  in  some  areas,  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  residential  burglaries  are  down  23%  in 
comparison  to  last  year.   A  5%  decrease  in  property  theft  was  also 
noted.   We  are  also  pleased  to  report  that  overall,  assaults  and  drug 
related  arrests  have  tripled  in  comparison  to  last  year.   We  contribute 
this  not  to  a  sudden  crime  wave  in  Kensington,  but  the  added  coverage 
our  Selectmen  have  allowed  us  this  past  year.   Also  the  amount  of 
traffic  summonses  issued  increased  34%  over  1993.   We  would  like  to 
believe  that  this  was  the  basis  for  the  7%  decrease  in  motor  vehicle 
accidents  in  Kensington. 

Obviously,  the  above  activity  has  required  considerable  court 
involvement.   This  in  turn  has  generated  much  time  designated  to  court 
preparation  and  attendance  by  not  only  myself  as  the  prosecutor,  but 
our  officers  as  well.   We  consider  this  time  as  time  well  spent.   This 
resulted  in  a  95%  conviction  rate  for  Kensington  as  reported  by  the 
court  in  a  recent  survey. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  community  for  their 
continued  support  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.   A  special  thanks 
to  those  residents  who  made  generous  donations  towards  the  purchasing 
of  our  new  audio/video  cruiser  camera.   We  also  want  to  thank  the 
Kensington  Fire  Department  for  their  continued  mutual  assistance.   This 
past  year  I  have  admired  the  harmonious  atmosphere  and  open 
communication  maintained  amongst  the  town  departments,  boards, 
committees,  and  Selectmen.   Because  of  this,  the  residents  of 
Kensington  can  feel  assured  that  services  rendered  will  be  second  to 
none.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Kensington  Recreation  Committee  continues  to  have  as  its  goal 
the  maintenance  and  upgrading  of  the  Town  Park  as  well  as  expanding 
programs  to  meet  the  recreational  needs  of  the  community.   Our  success 
depends  upon  volunteers  and  the  suggestions  and  ideas  of  townspeople. 

In  1994  we  provided  ski  trips  to  Mt .  Sunapee  and  Gunstock 
Mountain.   Once  again  we  are  offering  ski  trips  to  Mt .  Sunapee  and 
Gunstock.   Over  4  people  enjoyed  this  year's  first  ski  trip  to  Mt . 
Sunapee  on  January  27th.   We  will  offer  trips  during  February  vacation. 

The  adult  aerobics  program  was  discontinues  because  of  the  lack  of 
instructors  and  the  formation  of  private  classes  in  town.   We  hope  to 
start  this  program  again. 

The  Summer  Program  at  the  Town  Park  was  extremely  successful  under 
the  supervision  of  Terry  Eustis,  Director,  and  local  teenage 
assistants.   Each  summer  between  50-60  children  enjoy  the  varied 
activities  of  the  program  offered  for  one  week  in  July  and  one  week  in 
August.   Sign-ups  are  held  the  last  week  of  May. 

Committee  member,  Dan  Provost,  was  most  instrumental  in  the 
replacement  of  the  underground  wiring  from  the  street  to  the  pavilion. 
Thanks  to  all  his  volunteers!   We  hope  to  purchase  a  spotlight  for  the 
ice  skating  pond. 

In  April  we  held  the  Annual  Clean-up  Day  at  the  park.   Thanks  to 
the  Kensington  Athletic  Association  and  Softball  committee  members, 
much  preparation  was  done  to  the  baseball  field.   The  park  can  use  some 
sprucing  up  and  we  never  seem  to  have  enough  hands  to  accomplish  it. 
The  Clean-up  is  usually  the  third  Saturday  of  April.   Look  for  it  in 
the  local  newspapers  or  bulletin  board  at  the  store.   We  need  a  few 
hours  of  your  help.   Lend  a  hand  and  volunteer  to  beautify  our  park. 

The  Recreation  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  in  the 
early  stages  of  talking  about  building  another  ball  field  on  Trundle 
Bed  Land  near  the  Town  Shed.   Over  140  Kensington  children  participate 
in  baseball  or  softball,  as  well  as  adult  Softball  leagues. 
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Please  feel  free  to  contact  any  of  the  Committee  members  (Donna 
Carter,  Geoff  Coffin,  Kathy  Cook,  Dan  Provost  or  Nancy  Roffman)  with 
your  suggestions  so  that  we  may  better  serve  the  recreational  needs  of 
the  community.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 

Recycling  in  1994  was  faced  with  several  "paper"  changes.   After 
loosing  our  market  for  paper  products  in  June  we  choose  to  lease  a 
partitioned  roll-off  container  to  collect  loose  newspapers  and 
corrugated  cardboard  on  the  1st  Sat.  of  each  month.   Magazines  are 
collected  on  the  "Coke"  truck  on  the  3rd  Sat.  of  each  month.   This  has 
worked  very  well  and  as  we  average  about  three  tons  in  the  container 
each  month,  it  costs  about  $35  to  recycle  this  three  tons  opposed  to 
$150  at  the  Kingston  Landfill. 

In  1994  we  recycled  32.94  tons  through  Anheuser  Busch  in  Nashua 
plus  approximately  47  tons  newspaper,  cardboard  and  magazines.   11.2 
tons  of  scrap  metal  was  recycled  this  year  rather  than  going  to  the 
landfill.   In  addition,  22,158  refundable  containers  were  redeemed  for 
recycling.   Approximately  50  batteries  and  95  lbs.  of  aluminum  foil 
were  collected.   The  recycling  tonnage  is  down  for  1994  from  107  tons 
to  approximately  91  tons.   Tonnage  at  the  Kingston  Landfill  increased 
to  461.66  tons  (avg.  8.88  tons/week)  up  from  425  tons  in  1993  (avg. 
8  .  17  tons/week) . 

The  market  for  recycled  materials  is  improving.   On  Jan.  1,  1995 
we  will  be  receiving  $.08/lb.  for  milk  jugs;  $.05/lb.  for  PETE;  $.02/lb 
for  colored  HDPE;  $.51/lb.  for  aluminum;  $15/ton  for  clear  glass; 
$5/ton  for  brown  glass;  $30/ton  for  cardboard  and  $30/ton  for 
newspaper.   The  magazines,  green  glass  and  metal  cans  are  accepted  at 
no  cost  to  the  town.   Markets  are  improving! 

Our  expenses  far  exceeded  our  expectations  in  1994  when  in  Dec. 
our  truck  had  serious  brake  problems.   By  the  time  all  was  repaired  at 
nearly  $2,300  it  put  us  way  over  our  budget.   We  also  have  been  paying 
the  $125/month  rental  fee  for  the  roll-off  container  beginning  in  Aug. 
which  we  did  not  initially  budget  for. 

We  need  volunteers!   If  everyone  who  recycles  could  volunteer  one 
Sat.  per  year  we  would  have  all  the  help  needed  to  run  the  recycling 

center.   And  the  best  part  of  all most  volunteers  have  told  us  that 

volunteering  has  helped  them  to  learn  more  about  recycling  and  why  we 
have  certain  requirements.   Please  give  us  a  call  and  sign  up  for  a 
Sat.  of  your  choice.   We  also  need  drivers  for  our  truck  to  make  the 
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delivery  to  Nashua.   Drivers  must  have  a  CDL  license.   The  truck  has  to 
go  in  the  AM  on  Mon.,  Tues . ,  or  Wed.   Please ,  if  you  have  a  CDL  license 
and  could  help  us  even  once  a  year,  we  certainly  would  appreciate 
hearing  from  you. 

We'd  like  to  thank  Paul  Steeves  for  his  many  contributions  to 
Recycling  and  a  hearty  thank-you  to  our  faithful  volunteer  drivers- 
David  Lennox,  Paul  Steeves,  Don  Willoughby,  Myron  Parsons  and  Mark 
Kimball.   We  also  want  to  thank  all  who  have  volunteered  at  the 
Recycling  Drop-off  Center.   We  couldn't  exist  without  your  help.

SOUTHEAST  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT  53-B 
1994  Annual  Report 

During  this  year,  Robert  Batchelder  had  to  resign  as 
Chairman  of  the  District  and  Virginia  Raub  was  chosen  to 
fulfill  the  duties  of  the  Chairman. 

This  year  we  held  two  separate  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collections.   One  was  held  in  the  Spring  on  May  14,  1994  and 
the  second  was  held  in  the  Fall  on  October  1,  1994.   The 
collections  were  held  at  two  locations  to  better  serve  the 
population  of  the  District  towns.   The  Spring  collection  site 
was  held  in  Hampton  and  the  Fall  collection  was  held  in 
Sandown.   Both  collections  were  very  successful  with  a  record 
490  cars  processed  in  Hampton  and  103  cars  processed  in 
the  Sandown  collection.   The  total  cost  of  both  collections 
was  $29,874.   A  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  based 
on  the  population  of  the  District  towns,  in  the  amount  of 
$8,616  helped  to  offset  the  cost.  The  remainder  was  paid  for 
out  of  District  funds  which  had  been  set  aside  for  this 
purpose.   The  per  car  cost  for  the  Hampton  collection  came  to 
$48.09;  and  the  per  car  cost  for  the  Sandown  collection  came 
to  57.43  per  car.   Based  on  the  response  to  the  collections, 
the  committee  feels  these  collection  are  a  very  important 
function  of  the  District  and  should  continue.   People  in  our 
member  Municipalities  have  become  more  educated  about 
household  hazardous  waste  and  are  willing  to  participate  in 
the  collections.   The  District  has  budgeted  funds  in  the 
1995/1996  budget  to  hold  collections  in  the  Spring  and/or 
Fall  of  1995. 

The  Recycling  Committee  continued  the  Grant  Program  for 
education  and  public  relations.   Brentwood,  Fremont,  Hampton. 
Kensington,  North  Hampton,  Rye  and  South  Hampton  applied  for, 
and  received,  grants  which  totaled  $10,543.   The  Recycling 
Committee  of  those  towns  will  be  producing  educational 
materials  for  their  communities.   $5,000.00  has  been  budgeted 
to  continue  this  program  in  1995-1996. 

In  addition,  the  District  awarded  a  grant  of  $1,000  to 
the  town  of  Hampton  Falls  to  conduct  a  pilot  project  for  the 
collection  of  slick  paper  (North  Shore  Mix).   The  collection 
was  conducted  each  Saturday  during  the  months  of  October  and 
November  at  the  Hampton  Falls  brush  dump.   Tom  Beeler  of  the 
Hampton  Falls  Solid  Waste/Recycling  Committee  organized  and 
worked  very  hard  on  this  pilot  project.   The  project 
demonstrated  that  people  are  willing  to  save  this  extremely 
heavy  material  in  order  to  keep  it  out  of  the  waste  stream, 
and,  therefore,  lower  the  tonnage  going  to  the  landfill. 

The  District  also  held  a  used  tire  collection  each 
Saturday  in  October.   The  town  of  Hampton  gave  us  permission 
to  hold  the  collection  at  the  Hampton  landfill  and  a  fee  was 
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charged  for  each  tire  to  off-set  the  cost  of  their  disposal. 
284  tires  were  collected.   We  feel  this  collection  was 
successful . 

The  landfill  portion  of  the  District  operations 
continues  with  the  long-term  contract  with  Waste  Management 
of  New  Hampshire.   Since  the  first  five  year  term  of  the 
contract  is  due  to  end  on  June  30,  1995,  a  Contract 
Negotiating  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  by  the  District  to 
investigate  all  disposal  options  open  to  the  District  towns. 
This  committee  met  many  times  during  the  year  and  developed 
an  RFP  which  was  mailed  to  six  vendors  in  August  of  1994. 
Responses  were  received  from  three  of  these  vendors  and 
analyzed  by  the  committee.   After  careful  analysis,  the  sub- 
committee recommended  to  the  District  Committee  that  the 
contract  with  Waste  Management  Turnkey  Landfill  be  continued. 
The  new  tipping  fees  offered  by  Turnkey  are:   $45.00  per  ton 
for  MSW,  $55.00  per  ton  for  bulky  waste,  and  $10.00  per  ton 
for  yard  waste.   Turnkey  agreed  to  begin  these  new  fees  in 
January  of  1995  instead  of  waiting  until  the  beginning  of  the 
new  contract  year  which  is  July,  1995.   The  District 
Committee  approved  the  Contract  Negotiating  Sub-Committee 
recommendation  and  an  addendum  to  the  original  contract  was 
signed  in  September.   The  new  tipping  fees  will  become 
effective  January  1,  1995.   Brentwood,  Fremont,  New  Castle, 
North  Hampton,  Rye  and  Sandown  are  currently  shipping  to  the 
Turnkey  Landfill  Facility  in  Rochester  with  Hampton  expected 
to  begin  in  1995. 

The  Septage  Committee  and  Waste-to  Energy  portions  of 
the  District  were  inactive  and  will  continue  to  be  so. 

IN  THE  UPCOMING  YEAR: 


The  Administrative  portion  of  the  District  will  remain 
a  half-time  operation.   The  present  office  location  will  be 
maintained,  and  the  Administrative  Assistant's  hours  will 
remain  at  twenty  hours  per  week.   The  District  continues  to 
administrate  the  District  Contract  with  Waste  Management  of 
New  Hampshire  Turnkey  Landfill.   The  participating  towns  are 
billed  through  the  District  office  for  the  tonnage  they  send 
to  Turnkey. 

The  Recycling  Committee  will  continue  to  explore  all 
options  available  to  reduce  the  tonnage  being  shipped  to  the 
landfill.   Due  to  the  success  of  slick  paper  recycling  and 
used  tire  collection  the  committee  will  discuss  the 
possibility  of  continuing  these  programs  in  other 
communities.   The  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collections  will 
be  planned  for  the  Spring. 

The  District  will  continue  to  operate  its  brush/wood 
chipper.   The  chipper  will  be  delivered  and  picked  up  at  no 
charge  to  the  member  municipalities.   The  use  of  the  chipper 
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may  be  scheduled  by  calling  the  District  Office  or  the 
Hampton  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  District  continues  to  have  an  agreement  with  Waste 
Not,  Inc.  for  stump  grinding  and  wastewood/wood  demolition 
disposal.   This  service  is  located  at  the  Town  of  Hampton 
landfill  and  is  available  to  all  member  municipalities.   It 
operates  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Saturday  from  9:00  am  to  3:00 
pm.   A  fee  is  charged  for  the  use  of  the  service.   Further 
information  may  be  obtained  by  calling  the  District  Office. 

In  addition  to  the  plans  outlined  above,  the  District 
will  review  other  possible  methods  of  refuse  disposal  in 
order  to  arrive  at  more  economical  solutions.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRANGE  HALL  COMMITTEE 

The  Grange  Hall  Committee  has  not  had  the  opportunity  to 
continue  the  renovation  to  the  Grange  Hall  as  planned.   In 
September  water  was  connected  from  the  school  to  the  Grange 
Hall.   The  major  projects  remaining  are:   installation  of 
bathrooms,  completion  of  the  back  ell,  replacement  of  the 
front  steps  and  a  septic  system. 

Slowly  the  Grange  Hall  Committee  has  accrued  enough 
funds  to  begin  some  of  these  remaining  projects. 
Unfortunately  the  funds  will  not  cover  all  the  costs  for 
compl etion . 

It  has  been  the  philosophy  of  the  Committee  to  complete 
the  renovations  without  asking  the  townspeople  for  tax 
dollars.   We  hold  to  this  philosophy;  yet  we  are  discouraged 
that  the  renovation  project  is  still  incomplete.   Your 
support  and  donations  will  make  it  possible  to  complete  this 
worthwhile  project. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  Grange  Hall 
Committee  jointly  agreed  to  the  formation  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Kensington  Grange  Hall  to  begin  in  March  of 
1996.   The  Board  will  consist  of  five  members  of  which  three 
will  be  appointed  (one  by  the  Kensington  School  Board,  one  by 
the  Kensington  Historical  Society  and  one  by  the  Kensington 
Recreation  Committee)  and  two  members  to  be  elected  at  large. 
All  terms  will  be  for  three  years. 

At  this  time  next  year,  we  hope  to  report  that  the 
Grange  Hall  has  already  been  used  by  several  organizations!

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:35  p.m.  by 
Moderator  Victor  Petzy  at  the  Kensington  Town  Hall. 

Les  Briggs  led  the  meeting  in  a  salute  bo  the  flag. 

Mr.  Petzy  introduced  the  members  of  the  School 
Board  who  are      Dick  Drew,  Chairperson,  Paul  St. Jean  and 
Linda  Blood.   01  so  introduced  were  Ann  Noll,  School  District 
Clerk;  Robert  Teel,  Principal  of  the  Kensington   Elementary 
School;  William  Clancy,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr. 
Kathleen  Lynch,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Paul 
Flynn,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  Kensington 
and  Stephen  Hermans,  Lawyer  for  the  School  District. 

Moderator  Petzy  asked  if  there  were  no  objections, 
that  these  people,  who  Are    not  residents  of  Kensington,   be 
allowed  to  speak  at  the  meeting  if  asked.   There  were  no 
objections  to  this  request. 

Moderator  Petzy  announced  that  he  would  be 
following  Parliamentary  Procedure  for  the  meeting.   He  also 
instructed  those  attending  the  meeting  to  please  ask  for 
clarification  if  needed  and  to  also  please  state  your  name 
when  addressing  the  meeting.   He  also  informed  the  meeting 
that  he  had  received  a  written  request  of  5  or  more  voters 
to  have  a  written  ballot  on  Article  3.   Another  method  of 
requesting  a  written  vote  is  immediately  after  a  voice  vote 
or  a  division  vote  has  been  taken  and  7  or  more  voters 
request  a  written  vote  at  that  time. 

Moderator  Petzy  requested  that  since  the 
consideration  of  the  minutes  of  last  year's  School  District 
Meeting  are  not  included  in  the  Warrant,  that  with  no 
objections,  they  would  be  placed  under  Article  8.   There 
were  no  objections. 

ARTICLE  1.   To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  School  District  at  the 
same  amount  as  paid  in  the  previous  year. 

George  Collins  moved  to  accept  the  article.  Robert 
Noll  seconded  the  motion.  The  vote  was  taken  and  was  in  the 
af  f  irrnat  ive. 

ARTICLE  £.   To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
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Committees  or  Officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 

relative  thereto. 

Linda  Blood  moved  to  table  Article  2.        Dick  Drew 
seconded  the  motion. 

Moderator  Petzy  explained  that  the  Kindergarten 
Committee's  report  would  be  presenbed  under'  Article  3. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  3.   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
fifty  one  dollars  ( $31 ,  e51 .  00)  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  and  maintaining  public  kindergarten  and  for  the 
payment  of  teacher's  salaries  and  other  expenses  in 
connection  therewith.   The  School  Board  supports  this 
Art  icle. 

Dick.  Drew  moved  to  accept  Article  3.   Doris 
Bickford  seconded  the  motion. 

Brian  Cook,  member  of  the  Kindergarten  Committee, 
spoke  to  the  issue  of  Kindergarten  and  gave  his  presentation 
to  the  meeting.   He  explained  that  the  committee  was 
established  a  year  ago  and  included  Principal  Teel,  £ 
teachers,  a  cross  section  of  9  community  members,  for  a 
total  of  1£  members  who  looked  into  the  feasibility,  cost 
and  available  room  for  a  Kindergarten.   Their  report  was 
given  to  the  School  Board  in  November  which  resulted  in  the 
£  Warrant  articles  presented  here  tonight  -  #3  and  #4. 

The  Kindergarten  will  be  a  1/2  day,  5  afternoons 
per  week  program,  offered  to  all  5  year  old  children.   The 
program  will  replace  the  current  5  year  old  program  in  place 
now.   Instruction  will  be  provided  by  one  teacher  and  one 
aide  in  the  existing  pre— school  classroom.   The  existing  3/4 
year  old  program  will  be  unaffected.   The  stand  alone  cost 
for  Kindergarten  for  ££  children  is  $31,851.   The  current  5 
year  old  program  cost  is  $£3,851  for  9  children.   This 
figures  out  to  a  $£,000  added  cost  to  the  school  budget  with 
an  impact  on  the  property  tax  of  approximately  $0. 0£  per 
$1,000.   Busing  is  not  included  in  this  cost. 

The  $£,000  will  be  used  for  furniture  and  supplies 
because  of  the  increased  number  of  children  that  will  be  in 
the  Kindergarten.   Afternoon  buses  that  arm    already  in  use

will  be  used  to  transport  the  children  home,  but  parents  are 
expected  to  bring  their  children  to  school  utilizing  their 
own  transportation. 

Frances  DeFreitas  asked  who  provided  figures  to  the 
committee.   Mr.  Cook  said  that  Principal  Teel,  working  with 
flsst.  Supt.  Paul  Flynn  and  the  Superintendent's  office, 
provided  them  with  their  figures. 

Trish  Nicol  asked  if  the  current  preschool  program 
is  private  or  public.   Paul  St.  Jean  replied  that  the  current 
preschool  program  is  a  public  program  free  of  charge  to  the 
coded  children,  whose  education  is  required  by  law  from  age 
3  to  £1,  and  a  tuition  or  fee  is  charged  to  the  people  who 
are  non-coded  and  chosen  to  round  out  the  program  by  the 
lottery  system. 

Margo  Brandano  asked  if  Kindergarten  was  approved, 
would  this  mean  that  the  7  kids  now  in  the  5  year  old 
program  would  no  longer  pay  the  $15iZiiZi  tuition.   The  board 
replied  that  they  would  not  pay  tuition  for  the  Kindergarten 
program. 

George  Collins  made  a  motion  to  Table  the  Article 
3.   It  was  seconded  by  several.   The  vote  was  taken  and  the 
motion  was  defeated. 

Gordon  Swift  called  for  the  question,  seconded  by 
many.   The  vote  was  taken  to  call  for  the  question  and  was 
in  the  affirmative.   The  vote  was  taken  by  secret  paper 
ballot.   Mary  Solomon  and  firm  Noll  served  as  ballot  clerks. 
Kathleen  McCarthy  watched  over  the  ballot  box  and  Victor 
Petzy,  Mary  Solomon,  John  Sargent  Jr.  and  Ann  Noll  counted 
the  ballots.

Article  3  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Jeff  Brown  moved  to  restrict  reconsideration  of 
Article  3.   It  was  seconded  by  Margo  Brandano.   Moderator 
Petzy  explained  that  even  if  a  motion  to  reconsider  was 
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successful  later  in  the  meeting,  Article  3  could  not  be 
discussed  again  until  a  special  meeting  was  scheduled  at 
least  7  days  hence  and  the  Kensington  citizens  had  been 
properly  placed  on  notice  through  various  media. 

The  motion  was  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  4.   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dollars  ( *1 1 ,  iZxZiiZi.  00) 
for  the  purpose  of  Kindergarten  transportation.   The  School 
Board  supports  this  Article. 

Dick  Drew  moved  to  accept  Article  4.   Linda  Blood 
seconded  the  motion. 

Les  Briggs  stated  he  was  glad  Kindergarten  had 
passed,  but  that  this  seemed  like  a  lot  of  money  for 
transporting  just  ££  youngsters  for  a  l/£  day  session.   Has 
the  Kindergarten  committee  made  any  effort  to  contact  the 
parents  of  the  children  to  see  if  they  would  be  willing  to 
car pool? 

Brian  Cook  responded  that  the  Kindergarten 
committee  does  not  recommend  this  article.   The  $11,000 
covers  the  cost  of  £  noon  time  buses  to  transport  the 
children  to  school.   Two  buses  were  planned  because  of  the 
large  area  to  be  covered  necessitating  too  much  time  be 
spent  on  the  bus.   The  Kindergarten  children  would  sit  up 
front  on  the  afternoon  buses  that  are  the  buses  already 
being  used  by  the  school.   He  explained  further,  that  the 
parents  of  the  3/4  year  old  program  and  5  year  old  program 
children  transport  their  children  both  ways  now  and  the 
committee  assumed  that  this  practice  would  continue. 

Dick  Drew  stated  that  the  Bosird  supported  the 
article  to  get  it  on  the  Warrant  so  that  the  people  could 
vote  on  it.    If  it  is  defeated  by  the  townspeople,  then  if 
parents  do  come  to  the  board  in  the  future  to  ask  for 
busing,  then  the  board  will  know  for  certain  where  the 
townspeople  stand  on  the  issue  and  can  relay  that  decision 
to  the  parents  requesting  the  busing. 

The  question  was  called  and  voted  on.   It  was 
defeated  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  5.   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  RSA  19S:£0-b  providing  that  any  School 
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District  at  ari  Annual  Meeting  may  adopt  an  article 
authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  recission  of  such 
authority,  the  School  Board  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend, 
without  further  action  by  the  School  District,  money,  from  a 
state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private 
source,  that  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Linda  Blood  moved  to  accept  Article  5.   Dick  Drew 
seconded  the  motion. 

Supt.  Clancy  explained  that  this  article  is  usually 
in  the  Warrant  every  year.   The  vote  in  the  affirmative 
would  just  mean  that  you  would  not  have  to  vote  on  it  every 
year,  unless  you  wanted  to  rescind  the  authorization. 

Moderator  Petzy  added  that  while  the  School  Board 
has  the  discretion  to  spend  the  monies  to  which  Article  5 
refers,  going  to  the  regularly  scheduled  School  Board 
meetings  is  a  good  way  to  make  your  opinions  and  preferences 
known  if  you  have  a  specific  category  you  want  the  monies 
spent  on. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  6.   To  choose  Agents  and/or  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  by  this  Warrant. 

John  York  moved  to  Table  Article  6.   It  was 
seconded  by  Linda  Blood. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  7.   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  School  District 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  School  District 
officials  and  agents  and  for  the  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District. 

Dick  Drew  moved  to  accept  Article  7  with  a  budget 
of  one  million,  eight  hundred  forty  two  thousand,  six 
hundred  and  three  dollars  <*1, S4£, 603. 00) .   Linda  Blood 
seconded  the  motion. 

Paul  St. Jean  gave  a  brief  review  of  how  the  budget 
came  about.   He  explained  how  only  about  15"/  of  the  budget 
is  left  to  work  with  because  the  remainder  is  almost  all 
contracted  agreements  and  state  mandated  programs.   The  goal 
was  for  a  level  budget  but  ended  up  with  a  *64, 000  increase 
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over  last  year.   The  majority  of  this  was  due  to  an  increase 
of  approx -mately  $54,  000  in  tuition  costs  at  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  due  to  An    increase  of  13  students 
entering  in  the  corning  year,  fin  overall  increase  of  $10,000 
in  areas  other  than  tuition. 

Areas  tnat  have  been  cut  include  SOU  expense  down 
by  $4200,  principal's  account,  debt  service,  and  special  ed 
transport  at  ion. 

fin  update  on  the  teacher  contract  negotiations  is 
that  the  teachers  and  the  School  Board  are  at  impasse.   This 
means  that  the  present  contract  will  remain  in  effect  along 
with  the  same  benefits  until  an  agreement  is  reached. 
Mediation  is  the  next  step  and  has  been  decided  upon.   The 
date  for  that  meeting  has  not  yet  been  set.    If  there  is  ri>z< 
resolution  with  the  mediation,  then  the  next  step  is  to  go 
to  fact  finding  where  a  report  will  be  issued  and  presented 
to  the  community  for  a  vote. 

Frances  DeFreitas  wanted  3ir>    explanation  of  the 
$42,000  increase  in  items  1200-113  and  118  spec,  ed  salaries 
and  aides.   fisst.  Supt.  Paul  Flynn  responded  that  last  year 
a  teacher  under  contract  to  Kensington  was  in  #1200-330  for 
$45,767  which  was  reduced  to  $28,375  this  year.   The  person 
has  been  put  in  the  proper  accounting  category  where  she 
should  have  been.   Part  of  the  increase  is  that  there  is  a 
50#  time  spec  ed  teacher  to  serve  grades  1  and  2.   The 
difference  in  monies  are  due  to  an  accounting  shift  and  to  a 
staff  adjustment  for  Grades  1  and  £  special  needs. 

The  original  total  appropriation  was  $1,872,454. 
The  reduction  of  $29,851  is  to  reflect  the  reduction  in  the 
Kindergarten  costs  in  firticle  3  to  $2,000,  resulting  in  the 
amount  of  $1,842,603  that  is  being  asked  for  in  this  Article 
7. 

George  Collins  moved  to  amend  firticle  7  to  reduce 
the  budget  by  $142,800.   Frances  DeFreitas  seconded  the 
mot  ion. 

Discussion  ensued  including  the  following  points: 
any  money  would  be  cut  directly  from  the  elementary  school, 
fill  other  costs  are  contractual. 

Mrs.  DeFreitas  asked  if  the  cut  could  not  be  taken 
from  "Balance  on  Hand  as  of  June  30,  1993"  as  stated  in  the 
Treasurer's  report  of  $167,612.51.   Dick  Drew  responded  that 
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we  do  not  have  that  money.   Any  excess  funds  go  back  to  the 
Town  to  lower  the  tax  rate  for  the  Town. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  the  amendment  was  defeated. 

Robert  Noll  then  moved  to  call  for  the  vote  on 
Article  7.   John  Sargent  seconded.   The  vote  was  taken  and 
was  in  the  affirmative  for  $1,B4£,603. 

ARTICLE  8.   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

Al  Brandano  moved  "To  correct  the  minutes  to  the 
School  District  Meeting  of  March  6,  1993,  to  include  the 
following  changes.   In  order  that  they  more  truly  reflect 
the  full  concerris    of  the  citizens  of  Kensington. 

#1.   To  include  the  remarks  of  Al  Brandano,  among 
others,  requesting  clarification  of  how,  or  where  a  citizen 
might  go  in  order  to  get  available  and  accurate  information, 
regarding  schools.  ..  Mr.  Clancey' s  extended  reply  indicating 
that  taxpayers  generally  have  a  right  to  information  that 
exists,  unless  it  is  protected  under  the  right  to  know,  and 
that  the  information  is  available  at  the  school  itself,  via 
the  school  board,  and  or  finally  at  the  school 
administration  unit.   Also. ..to  include  the  remarks  of 
several  members  of  the  meeting  who  focused  on  the  problem  of 
getting  information  including,  specifically  those  of  a 
gentleman  who  wanted  to  know  why  his  nephew  could  not  read, 
and  why  his  requests  have  not  been  answered  for  the  last  two 
years. " 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Frances  DeFreitas  and 
others. 

Ann  Noll,  School  District  Clerk,  explained  that  the 
main  reason  for  taking  the  minutes  at  the  School  District 
Meeting  are  to  help  the  Department  of  Revenue  in  Concord  set 
the  tax  rate.   All  they  require  to  be  included  in  the 
minutes  are  the  exact  wording  of  the  article,  the  person 
moving  and  seconding  the  motion,  whether  the  motion  passed 
or  failed.   Any  other  information  is  at  the  discretion  of 
the  clerk.   Once  the  minutes  are  sent  in  to  Concord  they 
become  a  legal  document  used  to  set  the  tax  rate. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  defeated. 

Al  Brandano  made  a  motion  "To  require  that  from 
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this  meeting  on. ..all  school  district  minutes  be  kept  in  a, 
genuine,  balanced,  impartial  brief  manner  as  directed  by 
(R.S.  fl.  137:£iZi,  R.  S.  A.  91-A:£)  and  that  the  meetings  be 
video  taped  for  public  record,  and  be  made  available  for 
viewing  at  the  town  hall  and  S. A.  U.  " 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Frances  DeFreitas. 

Moderator  Petzy  informed  the  meeting  that  Stephen 
Hermans,  lawyer  for  the  SOU  advised  him  that  items  need  to 
be  on  the  Warrant  ahead  of  time  so  that  townspeople  are 
aware  of  what  will  be  discussed  at  the  meeting.   He  feels 
that  items  brought  up  under  Article  Q  Are    usually  the  motion 
to  adjourn  and  not  a  motion  requiring  expenditure  of  monies 
or  changes  in  policies. 

John  Sargent  moved  to  Table  the  motion.   Robert 
Noll  seconded  the  motion.   The  vote  was  taken  and  was  in  the 
af  f  irrnat  ive. 

Robert  Noll  moved  to  adjourn.   John  York  seconded 
the  motion.   The  vote  was  taken  and  was  in  the  affirmative.

In  September, 1994,  SAU  16  was  pleased  to  welcome  Chet  Lee  as  the 
new  Principal  of  the  Kensington  Elementary  School.     In  addition,     during 
the   1994-1995  school  year,   Bill  Clancy  has  assumed   responsibilities  as 
Principal   at   EAHS   in  addition  to  his  responsibilities  as   Superintendent  of 
SAU   16.     Kathleen  Lynch  is  also  working  with  the  Exeter  elementary 
principals   in   certain   areas. 

The  SAU  Joint  School  Board  is  studying  the  various  options  with 
regard  to  the  overcrowding  problem  at  EAJHS.    The  Joint  Board  will  be 
receiving  the  final   report  from   its  consulting  firm   in   mid-February.   The 
Board  will  also  begin  a  study  of  the  near  future  overcrowding  at  EAHS.     In 
1998,  the  EAJHS  enrollment  is  projected  to  be  1,041   and  the  EAHS 
enrollment  is  projected  to  be  1,304. 

In   1998,  the  projected  enrollment  of  the  entire  SAU  is  projected  to 
be  5,023.     These  enrollments  exceed  the  current  functional  capacities  of 
our  schools,  and  solutions  are  needed  to  accommodate  our  students.    This 
issue  is  certainly  the  one  dominant  issue  each  of  our  communities  faces 
during  the  last  half  of  this  decade. 

In  Stratham  Memorial  School,  the  school  district  has  invested  in  new 
technology  and  has  appointed  a  Technology  Coordinator. 

Other  districts  in  our  SAU  are  studying  the  implementation  of 
Kindergarten  programs,  and  in  Newfields  a  building  project  is  being 
considered  to  serve  the  growing  elementary  school  population. 

The  SAU  continues  to  function  with  a  reduced  administrative  staff 
since  the  resignation  in  1993  of  an  assistant  superintendent. 
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Principal's  Report 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  to  the  community  in  regards  to  the  status  of  the  Kensington  Elementary 
School.  It  has  been  a  very  eventful  year  featuring:  Kensington's  first  public  supported 
kindergarten  class,  the  ongoing  work  of  the  School  Vision  Committee,  the  school's  participation  in 
New  Hampshire's  first  state  assessment  testing  program,  the  election  of  a  new  principal  and  the 
continued  commitment  to  excellence  by  the  entire  staff  and  school  board.  These  activities 
supporte  H  bv  our  very  active  parent  groups  and  other  community  members  have  helped  to  make 
certain  -I:a» .  u  x  children  have  every  opportunity  to  develop  their  full  potential  as  students  and  as 
unique  individual  human  beings. 

This  year  the  school  opened  with  a  total  enrollment  of  162  students.  This  was  consistent  with  the 
previous  year  and  with  our  long  range  enrollment  projections.    Further,  an  examination  of  current 
information  relative  to  actual  birth  records  indicates  that  enrollments  should  stay  about  the  same  for 
the  next  few  years.  It  seems  apparent  that  the  existing  facilities  should  service  our  space  needs  for 
the  foreseeable  future  barring  the  addition  of  any  new  programs,  changing  class  size  policies 
and/or  an  influx  of  additional  students  as  a  result  of  new  home  construction. 

Last  year's  school  district  meeting  determined  that  Kensington  would  offer  public  kindergarten  for 
all  eligible  five  year  olds.  The  program  has  a  current  enrollment  of  18  students  and  is  providing  an 
outstanding  opportunity  for  these  young  children  to  experience  a  comprehensive  readiness  program 
within  the  community  school.  A  great  deal  of  credit  must  go  to  Barbara  Greenwood  for  her 
outstanding  work  in  preparing  the  classroom,  the  curriculum,  and  the  home/school  communication 
network,  so  vital  to  die  success  of  any  educational  program. 

Former  principal  Robert  Teel  initiated  a  School  Vision  Committee  which  sought  to  develop  long 
range  goals  for  the  Kensington  Elementary  School.  The  committee,  made  up  of  professional  staff 
members,  parents,  and  other  interested  citizens  worked  diligently  and  established  a  number  of 
vision  statements  which,  in  effect,  defined  philosophical  goals  for  the  Kensington  School  District. 
This  year  the  committee  has  continued  its  work  and  is  in  the  process  of  developing  an  Action  Plan 
which  will  outline  specific  activities  which  will  move  us  in  the  direction  of  our  vision  statements.  I 
am  confident  that  the  work  of  this  committee  will  have  a  significant  influence  on  the  education  of 
present  and  future  generations  of  Kensington  students. 

Our  current  fourth  grade  class  was  tested  last  May  as  part  of  the  N.H.  State  Department  of 
Education  Improvement  Program.  The  assessment  test  measured  the  accumulative  knowledge, 
skills  and  understanding  of  our  students  as  measured  against  specifically  defined  curriculum 
frameworks  developed  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Kensington's  students  were  very 
successful  and  their  scores  indicate  that  their  achievement  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  mathematics 
was  exceptional  when  compared  to  other  communities  in  the  area  and  within  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  test  also  indicated  that  we  need  to  focus  more  attention  to  the  teaching  of  writing 
skills  which,  although  at  the  state  average,  were  not  consistent  with  our  expectations.  Efforts  have 
already  been  initiated  to  examine  our  total  language  arts  program  and  to  expand  writing 
opportunities  at  every  level  of  instruction. 
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Another  area  of  concern  which  demands  the  attention  of  our  professional  staff  is  the  need  to 
develop  a  plan  which  will  allow  us  to  infuse  existing  technology  into  the  teaching/learning 
process.  Although  we  are  currently  using  CD  Roms,  laser  disk  players,  interactive  television,  and 
computer  technology  we  must  focus  on  the  development  of  a  program  of  studies  which  will 
specifically  define  the  skills  which  our  students  will  need  to  develop  at  each  level  of  instruction. 
Then,  and  only  then,  can  we  feel  confident  that  our  students  are  going  to  move  on  to  the  next  level 
of  instruction  with  the  abilities  they  will  need  to  compete  with  the  students  from  the  other  school 
districts.  We  have  already  established  a  Computer  Literacy  Committee  which  will  pursue  these 
concerns  and  make  recommendations  to  the  School  Board  as  to  how  we  will  seek  to  improve  this 
phase  of  instruction. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  outstanding  cooperation  and  assistance  which  I  have  received 
from  the  SAU  administration,  particularly  Paul  Flynn,  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent.  He  is 
sensitive  to  the  needs  of  our  community,  contributes  to  the  day  by  day  decision  making  process 
and  works  extremely  well  with  the  members  of  our  School  Board.  Recognition  must  also  be  given 
to  the  individual  members  of  our  School  Board,  Chairman,  Dick  Drew,  Linda  Blood  and  Paul 
StJean.  They  work  tirelessly,  in  their  pursuit  of  excellence  for  your  school  and  are  responsible 
for  the  quality  educational  opportunities  provided  each  day  to  the  children  of  Kensington.

The  Kensington  School  District  Educational  Trust  is  established  by  the  citizens  of  Kensington  for 
the  purpose  of  enhancing  educational  processes  and  learning  opportunities  for  Kensington 
children  of  public  school  age.   Funds  may  be  added  to  the  Trust  by  Individuals  and/or  Groups  at 
any  time  by  submitting  said  funds  in  the  name  of  the  Trust  to  the  Kensington  Trustee  of  the 
Trust  Fund.    The  principal  of  the  Trust  will  remain  intact.    This  Trust  will  be  reviewed  and 
revised  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Kensington  School  Board  every  5  years. 

The  founders  of  this  Trust  envision  the  following  criteria  as  guidelines  for  disbursement  of  the 
accrued  interest  of  the  Trust: 

1  )  "Cutting  Edge"  curriculum  -  ideas  which  keep  Kensington 

School  District  at  the  forefront  of  educational  advancement. 

2 )  Programs  which  impact  Special  Needs  students. 

3 )  Programs  which  impact  "Gifted"  students. 

4 )  Purchase  of  computers,  computer  accessories  and  other 
technologically  instructional  tools. 

5 )  Teacher  development  associated  with  new  and  challenging 
curricular  advances. 

6 )  Computer  skills  enhancement  for  students  and/or  staff. 

A  Committee  appointed  yearly  by  the  Kensington  School  Board  and  made  up  of  one  member  of  the 
School  Board,  a  Kensington  Elementary  Teacher,  the  Kensington  Elementary  Principal,  and  two 
(2)  Kensington  Citizens  will  meet  periodically  to  review  proposals  for  consideration  of  use  of 
the  Fund. 

Teachers  and  others  may  make  proposals  for  consideration  of  the  Trust  fund.  They  can  seek 
support  for  a  program  or  a  creative  "idea"  by  filing  a  proposal  giving  specific  information 
regarding  their  request.

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INFORMATION  FOR  KENSINGTON  RESIDENTS 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  WASTE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

1.  There  will  be  a  house  to  house  pickup  every  Weds,  of  each 
week. 

2.  Waste  must  be  contained  in  plastic  bags  or  trash 
containers,  not  to  exceed  a  capacity  of  30  gallons. 

3.  Solid  waste  must  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  driveway  by 
6:30  a.m.  on  Weds. 

4.  Weight  of  any  container  must  not  exceed  50  pounds. 

5.  Each  household  is  allowed  one  bag  or  barrel  filled  to  the 
rim  at  no  cost.   Additional  bags  or  barrels  require  a 
sticker  which  may  be  purchased  at  the  Town  Offices  or 
Kensington  Grocery  at  a  cost  of  $1.00  each. 

6.  No  brush  or  stumps  will  be  picked  up  and  no  55  gallon 
drums  are  to  be  used. 

7.  Refrigerators,  stoves,  washing  machines,  dryers  and  tires 
will  be  picked  up  at  a  predetermined  date. 

8.  There  will  be  a  container  placed  at  the  Elementary  School 
for  the  use  of  the  school,  fire  house,  library,  town  hall 
and  church. 

9.  No  petroleum  products,  car  batteries  or  ashes  will  be 
picked  up. 


LICENSING  OF  DOGS 

Each  owner  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or  over  must  license  the 
dog  with  the  Town  Clerk  before  May  1st  of  each  year.   Each 
dog  over  six  months  old  must  have  received  a  rabies 
vaccination.   The  certificate  of  vaccination  is  to  be 
presented  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  the  time  of  licensing.   Each 
dog  must  wear  a  collar  around  its  neck;  attached  to  the 
collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  license  number.

JUNK  CAR  REGULATIONS 

New  Hampshire  Statute  requires  anyone  with  two  or  more 
registered  vehicles  or  old  cars  no  longer  intended  or  in 
condition  for  legal  use  on  highways  or  used  auto  parts  equal 
in  bulk  to  two  vehicles  must  obtain  a  license  or  be  subject 
to  a  $10.00  a  day  fine  and  a  mandatory  injunction  to  end  the 
violation  by  selectmen.   New  and  used  car  dealers  registered 
as  such  are  not  considered  auto  junk  dealers  but  must  remove 
junk  cars  from  their  premises  within  160  days.
